Chief Engineer Scott A. DoLaunny, 
of the lost steamer Clallam, gave; eyi- 
deuco yesterday at the coroner's in- 
quest before Dr. E. O. Hart that one 
disaster to the steamer which involved 
such loss of life was due to the broken 
deadlight, which b'ad been broken at 
.least three months, and cdtlloUgih Iws bad 
Hpitdfied tlie former master, Uie super- 
vising engineer, port engineer aid boss 
carpenter, had not been repaired. Had 
the rudder been in good eOJiditioli, 
though, (.'apt. RoboHs would have been 
able to get the steamer around to the 
wind and the broken deadlight then 
brought into suoh a position that it could 
have been blocked. Hat the rudder— 
the second that bad been fitted to the 
steamer — was in bad condition. Its bad 
condition was' so notorious that luff 
feackle had been fixed to aid in bringing 
it round. The ifliig stock of oak was 
split like R bunch of straw, and when 
the 'helm was put hard oyer it. had 
little effect on the rudder. 

The chief engineer also gave evidence 
of Cnpt. Roberts not having informed 
the master of 'the EDolyoke of the <-x- 
treinitv of the Clallam, 'and of Iwv 
Oapt. Hall, of the Holyoke, had told 
witness after picking Mm up wlicm the 
Claliam sank that had 'he known of the 
condition Of the vessel lie could hare 
taken her into the lee of Smith Island. 
Capt. Roberts would not transfer lii.s 
passengers to the tug. He could have, 
but lie wanted them to help to save 
his steamer. "In my opinion," said the 
Chief engineer, "imd the Clallam been 
insured for a hundred .thousand dollars 
not a life would have been lost." 

These and other things were brought 
out in the evidence given by Chief En- 
gineer Del.aunny. He told of the 
piumps, and of how the list: of the 
steamer caused the water to be mostly 
on the starboard side, and, as the suc- 
tion of the pumps was on the port side, 
the water bad to -bo deep, on the star- 
board side before the pumps could 1 reach 
if on the port side.

London, Jan. 25.— A despatch to tbe 
dtcuter's Telegraph Company from St. 
Petersburg says that while the bourse 
there has been nervous owing to the un- 
certainty of the situation, the progress 
of tlie negotiations inspire confidence 

The principal danger now according 
to this despatch is said to be confined 
!u tin' disorderly elements in Korea. 
The latest news received here represent 
a great majority of the Koreans as sym- 
pathizing with Russia and hostile to 
Jnjian. 

Other despatches say that the Japa- 
nese are embarking 10,000 laborers at 
Tien Tsin in order to hasten the comple- 
tion of the Seoul-Fusan railroad. 

Some anxiety has been expressed in 
St. Petersburg regarding the military 
movements of China. 

St. Petersburg, .Ian. 25,— The ex- 
change of communications between the 
foreign olllee, the members of the com- 
mittee of the Par Bast, Viceroy Alex- 
ieff and Baron de Rosen; the Russian 
minister at Tokio is still going on. There 
is no official indication of when a con- 
clusion will be reached, but a diplomat 
who is close to such negotiations, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Russian re- 
ply will possibly be ready this week. 

An authorial ivo denial is given to the 
report that Hussia ever contemplated 
renuestlhg the United States to explain 
the -attitude attributed to tlie United 
States. The Korean minister has re- 
ceived advices that his government will 
soon open the port of Wiju on the Vain 
river at the request of tbe United States 
to the commerce of the world. 

Berlin, Jan. 23.— As the German gov- 
ernment understands the present situa- 
tion the feeling is such tit Tokio that 
Japan will declare war unless Hussia 
answers her demands favorably. Rus- 
sia recognizes this and accordingly in- 
tends to accept enough of Japan's points 
to make tlie Tokio cabinet feel tiiat a 
sufficient cause tor war no longer ex- 
ists and while the forthcoming note will 
not fully satisfy Japan it will prevent 
the serious possibility of a declaration 
of war. 

Paris, Jan. 25.— The foreign olllee is 
unaware that Korea has declared her 
intention of remaining neutral in case 
of war between Russia and Japan. 

The attitude of Korea in the event 
of war between Russia and Japan has 
ibeen the subject of much comment 
among the diplomats here, as it was 
.believed Korea's giving aid to Japan 
might constitute the two powers attack- 
ing Hussia, thus compelling Prance to 
support Hussia under the terms of the 
Franco-Russian agreement. One of the 
ambassadors therefore asked Foreign 
'Minister Delcnsse what the result 
would be if Korea joined Japan, and 
thb minister answered in substance that 
'Korea is not considered to be that kind 
of a sovereign independent power, 
whose assistance of Japan against Rus- 
sia would brine about the contingency 
contemplated by the Franco-Russian 
'agreement although the answer was 
confined to Korea, it is understood that 
China joining Japan would not be re- 
garded as constituting two powers nt- 
tackiug Russia. 

I'ekin, Jan. 25.— The Chinese authori- 
ties have approached the ministers here 
of several powers with DTOn«/sitions di- 
rected towards attempting .mediation 
with Russia and Japan* CAina is ex- 
ceedingly anxious that win 1 Should be 
avoided.

The reason Mr. Mer- 
rill gives for coming to British Colum- 
bia to manufacture lumber is not that 
the Victoria Legislature has taxed his 
timber acquired from 1SS1 to 1885, but 
that he can saw it so much cheaper here 
than in Seattle, without regard to ex- 
port duty on logs that he. will commence 
earning as soon its possible on Vancou- 
ver island or on the mainland. Mr.

23.— An explosion, in 
tlile, Hunvick mine of the Allegheny

list of mine fatalities. Even tilie olfid'nte 
of ibhis AJleghieuiy Coal OoniiMUiy, the 
owners, of itlwj mfaie, did not know tlrls 
evening the •nuinliw of nueji s'iill entomb- 
ed dn .tho dliambcaa of the mine, 220 
feet below the surface, but a conserva- 
tive estimate places the number at lai.

Thos. Woods, one of tbo first rescue 
party hauled to the s-urface, told this 
story of dlis trip through the mine : 

"1 was with Taylor, and we Clamber- 
ed over three or four falls. Taylor laid 
out the mine and seemed to know the 
Way. There was one man alive at the 
foot of the shaft, lie was sent up, Mid 
Alien we took the mule path to the south 
level. We saw .two men who were alive 
laud 'notified those who were back of us 
nmti went on. We passed the third, fourth 
mint fifth heading, ami then through 
am overdrift into tho air sfhafit. 1 began 
ito feel dizzy and sick, and then I saw 
Taylor stagger and fall. His lantern fell. 
We .tried to lift, him up, but could not 
Canny him, and I made my own way to 
safety." 

F. W. Cunningham, the mine inspec- 
tor of the 14tli district, reached tho 
mine tonight. He said : 'The mine 
nvtluexe the explosion took place was in- 
spected, I think, about the 1st of De- 
icemiier. There was some gas in there, 
hut I considered die mine dangerous."

THE LEGISLATURE. 

Id the Legislature yesterday refer- 
ence -was again made to itlie return 
brought down showing the amounts col- 
lected in Victoria and Vancouver, re- 
spectively, on account of various sources 
of frfcoxne. The different items have at- 
tracted considerable attention and a-rons- 
etl discussion as to tiie facts which these 
returns disclose. Iu t:lic collection of 
the Revenue Tax and Marriage Licenses 
the receipts in Vancouver exceed tJiose 
dn Victoria. This was to be expected 
■Crow the larger population in the former 
place. But 'there is evidently some im- 
ptrovemcmt neexl'ed in.' either the system 
of coUection or the manner in which 
it Ss Carried out. The Voters' Lists 
for these two places show a certain 
number of names on them. As these 
JistH were made up -as recently as last 
Summer, they may be regarded as ac- 
curate. Hut. the return shows that in 
both towns dho number of persons who 
paid the Revenue Tax was smaller than 
the number on the Voters' List. As 
aill inales over a certain age are liable 
for the Revenue Tax, while Chinese, 
Japanese, and other foreigners, -who 
have iiiot been naturalized, are not en- 
titled -to hove their names put on the 
Voters' List, it consequently follows 
that there moist be a large number of 
persona Wiho have avoided payment of 
the Itovenue Tax. The .Minister of 
Finance will doubtless take steps to as- 
certain where the defect is Chat permits 
of thousands of persons escaping pay- 
ment of taxes to which, they are liable. 

Lit reference to the other items in the 
return — especially the two most import- 
ant— Income Tax and Personal Property 
Tax— the figures may be misleading un- 
iless the facts connected wttibi them 1 are 
.understood. In the past some of the 
large business corporations, suc-h as 
banks, insurance companies and other 
organizations doing business throughout 
(British Columbia, have paid the taxes 
for which they were assessed in Vic- 
toria. Consequently it is impossible to 

make an accurate comparison between 
the amounts of revenue received in the 
two .places. Under the new Assessment 
Act it lis made compulsory on corpora- 
tions to pay their taxes in Victoria if 
they have a place of business there, and 
two may, therefore, expect the returns 
in the future to show still larger pro- 
portionate amounts of revenue received 
in Victoria compared with the receipts 
in Vancouver. There iej, however, no 
ax-asou for any objection to lie taken to 
the method adopted by the Government 
for the collection of these particular 
items of taxation from corporations. It 
certainly is a more systematic method 
than that previously in vogue, and) by n 
dd title alteration in the form in which 
the accounts of the Treasury are kept, 
it will not be difficult to separate the 
local from what may lie denominated ne 
the Provincial items of receipts on ac- 
count of these two taxes. 

Tiie division on the amendments to 
the motion to go into Committee of Sup- 
ply, proposed by Dr. King and .Mr. 
.Brown, was taken yesterday 'afternoon, 
and .the •amendment by .Mr. Macdonald 
was then taken up. Although the Oppo- 
sition has made a genemaJ onslaught on 
'the Government's policy, it cannot, be 
said that it has been successful in its 
attempt to pick holes in it. The ililll- 
culty that the Opposition has to con- 
tend against is considerable, it is im- 
possible for it to deny that, when the 
present Government came into office, the 
Provincial finances were in a most un- 
satisfactory state. That fact every 
Opposition candidate asserted on the 
Jiustiugs, and asked for the support of 
tiie electors on the ground that the 
Liberals, if returned to power, would 
restore things to a sounder condition. 
iNor can the Opposition deny that the 
Government has thoroughly met the 
situation and achieved -what was desir- 
ed. It. is, therefore, only on the manner 
in which the Government performed the 
task that the Opposition has any oppor- 
tunity for criticism, and it has made 
the most of this. Few submit to in- 
creased taxation without grumbling, and 
the critics of a government which is 
.under the necessity of increasing (he 
public burdens never lack some support 
in .their condemnation of its actions, un- 
avoidable though they may be. lint 
the Opposition has not been able to sug- 
gest, any other feasible method of pro- 
viding the requisite funds than that 
adopted by the Government, and it 
must have realized already that the 
country is quite prepared and willing to 
let sulhcionit time elapse to show the 
resitit of what lias been done. 



tively recent times was Mr. Gladstone's 
declaration tor Home Rule in 1SSG. 
Then an influential section of Liberals 
and Radicals, the former led toy the 
Duke of Devonshire, and the latter by 
Mr. Chtrmbertlnm, left the Liberal party 
and entered into air alliance with the 
Couscrvutive party under Lord Salis- 
bury's leadership. Although what was 
known ins a Unionist Administration 
was then formed' and held office until 
too only member of it who was 
not a Conservative was Mr. Gosoheu. 
Mr. Gladtetono returned to office for a 
brief period in 1893, but the Unionist 
party remained unaffected, and wlien it 
returned to power in 1S95 iu greater 
numerical strength in the House of 
Commoi s than before, the Liberal ele- 
ment in the party was 'accorded recog- 
nition by the inclusion of the Duke of 
Devonshire, Mr. Chamberlain and others 
of their friends in the cabinet. There- 
by itflie Unionist party was further con- 
solidated, and it has enabled the admin- 
istrations of Lord .Salisbury audi Mr. 
Balfour to carry on the business of the 
country with a majority at their back 
so largo as almost ito cause anxiety as 
to *he effect winch that fact, coupled 
with the internal] dissensions of the Lib- 
err,! party, .might have on the system 
of constitutional government that is 
most efficient in its operation) when the 
strength of the two contending parties 
is more nearly equal. Nor did there 
until last year seem to bo anything that 
would lie likely to threaten that remark- 
able ascendency of the Unionist party 
for some time to come. As n bolt, from 
the blue, Mr. Ohnmiberlnin's speech at 
Birmingham in May last, suddenly 
changed Uio whole situation. The pro- 
posal for what 'appeared to many to be 
a revolutionary change in the country's 
fiscal policy, has produced a result that 
the Opposition's attacks for eight years 
have failed to effect. 

Not luufcil Parliament meets "."id the 
question of fiscal reform is discussed 
thoroughly, will it be possible to form 
any clear idea of the situation as re- 
gairds tlie 'relative strength of the sup- 
port that one fiscal system or tile other 
has in the House. Even 'then it will 
not be safe to assume that the attitude 
assumed on the question by the mem- 
bers of tlie House of Commons accur- 
ately represents the view taken by the 
country. This question was not one 
that was presented to the constituencies 
at the General Election dm 1902. On 
that occasion every other question was 
put aside for the one matter that en- 
grossed, the attention of the whole coun- 
try—the war in South Africa and the 
anxiety that it should be brought to an 
end and 'the colonies pacified as quickly 
as possible. It was solely on that ques- 
tion that the Salisbury Administration 
was returned to power by such a sub- 
stantial majority. But .Mr. Chamber- 
lain's action has changed the whole sit- 
uation. The Government itself has been 
divided on the problem which lie lias 
asked rthe country to solve on the method 
lie .lists proposed. Himself the strongest 
personality in the Cabinet that com- 
manded popular support at the polls in 
1902, his retireincii't from it has un- 
questionably greatly altered its positioty 
in the country. To what extent he has 
weakened it by his startling' fiscal pro- 
l»osals it is impossible at present to say. 
But it is tolerably certain that, relative- 
ly, the Opposition lias gained more than 
the Unionist party by Mr. Chamber- 
lain's action. That does not necessarily 
imply that in the ultimate result Mv. 
Chamberlain and the Unionist party will 
not remain the victors. But the present 
effect is to cause divisions and differ- 
ences in the Unionist ranks while giving 
the factions in the Liberal party some- 
thing on which it may bo possible tor 
them to reunite and to follow u lender 
not identified too closely with the dis- 
putes that have reduced :i once great 
party to comparative impotence. There 
is little doubt that should the Duke 
of Devonshire and Lord Rosebery como 
together and gain the allegiance of the 
'Liberal party as a whole, that the pros- 
pects for success at the next appeal to 
th© country would lw> brighter than they 
Iravo been since Home Rule wrought 
Jiavoc in the party's ranks.

so ofien and so Ions.*. Mr. Oliver passion- 
ately eulogized the Ottawa government for 
Its wisdom In providing all sorts of ad- 
vantages for the people of the Kootenays. 
He detled contradiction in this mater. He 
highly commended the coal lands policy 
of the Conservative party, and said no sen- 
sible man could take exception to that 
policy. 

Mr. iiv.-us (Powlclian) spoke in favor of 
larger expenditures for roads, trails and 
bridges throughout the province. The dis- 
trict he represented was perhaps the most 
successful mining district In lirltlsh Colum- 
bia; roads were badly needed and he hoped 
tho government "would reconsider their 
vote in this matter and make provision In 
the supplementary estimates. He s:Ud that 
the public works system of lirltlsh Colum- 
bia was one of the most vicious In exis- 
tence. It Inevitably led to abuses. Mr. 
Evans then criticised the civil service sal- 
aries and appropriation, and contrasted past 
with present ministerial remuneration. He 
did not think that the class of Immigrants 
coming to the country reflected any credit 
ou the Agent-General's office. He Com- 
plained that the Agent-General's office- 
should be abolished. Ho condemned the 
grants on account of superannuation, hold- 
ing that the civil servants were well re- 
munerated for their services and that pay 
should cease with service. Lie concluded 
with a general attack on the government's 
policy. 

Mr. Drury moved tho adjournment of the 
debate. The motion was lost 17 to 22 on 
the usual division. 

Mr. Davidson (Slocan )ndvlsed opposition 
critics to take a year to study tho effects 
of the legislation they were attempting to 
criticise. They would then know a little 
more about It than they did uow. He de- 
precated the action of a section of the pro- 
vincial press publishing statements to the 
world that the people of British Columbia 
were not able to manage their own affairs. 
Ho long as that continued capital would al- 
ways be a little .bit leerle of this country. 
Fair criticism was good; hut there was not 
too much of It emanating from the oppo- 
sition side. He questioned the good faith 
of opposition members who said so much 
about helping the worklngman. lie had 
heard the same lion, gentlemen on the floor 
of this House speak against legislation de- 
signed to benefit the worklngmen. He 
thought the system of distributing the 
money for public works so long as mem- 
bers had to stand up and plead for appro- 
priations for their particular district, so 
long would there be misuse of public 
money. He had made no promises to his 
constituents ns to the amount he would 
get for tin' district, only that ha would see 
that it got Its fair proportionate share. All 
his district had received in the appropriations 
was $5,000. He hoped the government 
would see Its way to erecting a bridge over 
the Slocan river. He would like also to 
have the government give a statement of 
its policy regarding the Kootenay con! and 
oil blocks. 

Mr. Tanner (Suunleh) complimented the 
'finance minister on his budget speech, the 
did not approve of the government's method 
oi meeting the financial situation. Hi' be- 
lieved the government was sincere In Its 
desire to economize. Mr. Tanner gave an 
amusing description of a government road 
and an opposition road; the one smooth 
and bard making good traveling; the other 
deep enough to reach to the axles of the 
vehicle. He thought the government had 
failed to give tone ami dignity to the legis- 
lature, as were expected from party poll- 
tics. He referred to the Pcrnle Incident, 
and also to the hon. member for Ferule, 
who. ho said, had failed to seize the op- 
portunity to become a hero. It was his 
duty to resign: nobody felt any personal 
animosity toward that gentleman, whose 
genial manner had disarmed any party 
hostility. 

Dr. King's amendment to the motion that 
the speaker leave the chair, was then put. 
The amendment, etc., was as follows: 

"Hut this House censures the government 
of the day for want of policy and unbusi- 
nesslike methods In dealing with coal and 
oil prospecting licenses." 

And the amendment to the amendment 
moved by Mr. Brown on the 'J-Jnd of Jan- 
uary, as follows: 

That all the words of the amendment 
after the first word "But" be struck out, 
and the following words be substituted 
therefor: 

"Whereas a large number of bona fide 
prospectors have located coal and petroleum 
lauds In blocks 4.593 and 4,894, and have 
made application under authority of tho 
Statutes of this province for licenses to 
prospect for coal aud petroleum within 
said blocks: 

"And whereas said applications have been 
pending for a long time without any action 
having been taken by the government: 

'\And whereas the Honorable the. Prem- 
ier has stated on the floor of this House 
on the 4th day of December last, In answer 
to Questions that day put to him, that the 
Lieutenat-Governor had not Interfered in 
any way with the issuing of the said li- 
censes: 

"And whereas the Premier has stated, as 
appears by answers to questions made by 
the Hon. Member for Albernl on December 
7th last past, that ho has no reason to 
believe that chapter S. British Columbia 
Statutes, 300.'!, will be disallowed: 

"And whereas It Is competent for the 
.Chief Commissioner of Hinds and Works to 
deal witli said application hereinbefore re- 
ferred to. and grant such of them as ought 
to be granted, subject to the rights of all 
am any claimants thereto: 

"Therefore, be It resolved, that tills 
House Is of opinion that said applications 
should be dealt with without further de- 
lay." 

Mr. Oliver, nn a point of privilege, con- 
tended that the question had been Improp- 
erly put, and that having been voted upon 
and decided that the words of Dr. K'o r's 
amendment should stand part of the ques- 
tion.

NIGHT SESSION. 

On Mr. Speaker taking the chair at 
8:30 p. m. 

Mr. Mncdonnid (Itossland) continued the 
debate on supply. He discussed the finan- 
cial situation with great detail, mid blamed 
the government for not gett'ng better terms 
than 5 per cent on Its loan. The province 
was going behind at the rate of half a mil- 
lion a year, and the government had tbu 
duty of rescuing the province from this sort 
of thing, but instead of lightening the bur- 
den they added an extra one of $100,000. 
He then recapitulated the arguments in 
favor of a shorter period of loan than ten 
years. He hoped the government would be 
able to carry out what It had undertaken, 
though he doubted their ability to do so. 
He did hot believe it was necessary to In- 
crease the taxation to the degree which the 
government had seen lit to enforce, and he 
could not approve of the method of Imposi- 
tion. He detailed again the alleged unfair- 
ness of tile distribution of the taxation. 
The wholesale houses of the province would 
be ruined In competition with the Eastern 
houses. The wild lands of the province 
had been taxed two-thirds more than be- 
fore, yet the opposition did not approve of 
placing a rate of taxation upon them which 
practically amounted to confiscation, and 
with this he charged the government. Ho 



converted into Inscribed stock, as had been 
Suggested by government supporters. He 
was dlsuppolmed that no statement had 
been made regarding the New Westminster 
traffic bridge, in the estimate of cost of 
which there was a discrepancy of some 
$04,000. He regretted so often that the 
Premier was not in his seat that the House 
smiled at each regret ns at a Joke.

Drury then spoke of the Ferule ballot box 
question. Mr. Drury pathetically describ- 
ed tin- crimes of the government In regard 
to Ferule and LUlooet to the great amuse- i 
ment of the House. Mr. Drury then took 
up the educational question and aulmudert- 
ed upon the alleged Iniquity of compelling 
certain classes of teachers to take the 
Normal School course. The province, lie 
declared, was being deprived of the ser- 



themselvcg tiiey wanted to bo excused 
(Daughter.) Mr. Williams made great sport 
of the contention of the Liberals that tho 
Kootenay should be opened up by reading 
a list of names of persons who bad, through 
nn ugent applied for coal and oil licenses. 
Of this batch nine were women and forty 
American citizens not residents of this 
country — and that completed this particular 
list.

udemned the Assessment Act rehitln 
timber lands and timber leases, lie de- 
clared that the Act had dealt a serious 
blow to the lumber industry. The oppo- 
sition bad expected legislation after recess 
that would mitigate the severity of tltose 
taxes. He wanted to know what the rail- 
way policy of the government was, and 
drew a somewhat dismal view of the prov- 
ince waiting for railways. He was aware 
that deputations had waited upon the Prem- 
ier urging ldm to take up railway matters. 
He had as yet heard nothing as to the 
railway policy of the government. It could 
of course, be said with considerable force 
that the government was not in a position 
to take up the railway question. He ar- 
gued, however, that something more should 
be done than merely keeping up the roads 
and trails. He told of the difficulties in 
tire Slocan district, which, he alleged, hao 
'benefited from the lead bounty granted by 
the Dominion government. If there were 
beter shipping facilities the Slocan and 
Kootenay generally would be much more 
greatly developed. He had faith enough In 
the resources of the province to believe that 
development would yet clear the* province 
of all debt. He thought that the example 
of Itusshi, which began to develop Its re- 
sources from nothing but fallow land and 
had now become one of the greatest em- 
pires of modern times. lirltlsh Columbia 
hail an area greater than of the United 
Kingdom, and a population of about 150,- 
000, and yet Instead of being what It 
should be, the banner provolnce of Canada, 
it was at the foot of the list. As far as Its 
natural resources went It was the banner 
province. Mr. Macdonald then dealt at 
some length with the two per cent tax, 
and blamed the government for not bring- 
ing in a bill to that effect. lie thought 
that something should huve been done. This 
question hud been urged upon various gov- 
ernments, but nothing had yet been done.

Mr. Williams denied that the govern- 
ment were retained in power by the vote 
of tlie two Socialist members, ll was sim- 
ply a question of mathematics; there were 
22 Conservatives; 17 Liberals, 1 labor and 
2 Socialist members. Perhaps If a vote of 
want of confidence 'n tho government were 
brought up he might vote for It If It were 
not for the unpleasant fact that the suc- 
cess of that motion would put the Liberals 
in power, when he would be confronted 
with the plain duty of voting Immediately 
for a want of confidence in them, too.
